QUARREL OF FOREIGNERS 


IN BEECH STREET TODAY 


John Hus, aged 33, a Roumanian 


employed on the night shift at the 
American Bottle Company's 
plant 


was killed just before noon today 'by 
George.« Gore-Jo, aged 30, a fellow 
countryman, in a quarrel on Beech 
street. 


Rus was stubbed in the neck by 


his assailant and fell to the ground. 
Bowers & Balzer's ambulance took 
charge of tbe 
wounded man 
and 


made a hurry run to the Sanitarium', 
but Rus died as he was being car- 
ried into the building. 


The police patrol with Chief Bliz- 


zard, Wagonman Sutton and Patrol- 
man <C|allaii followed the ambulance 
closely, to the scene of the trouble, 
and in a half hour after the tragedy 
£orolo and John Turcu, both Rou- 
manians, were taken into custody., 
Corolo is-charged with murder.Tivhile 
Turcu is 'held 
as a witness. 
The 


charge of being an accessory may be 
filed against him later. 


Like most of the crimes occurring 


in the foreign colony, it was difficult 
tor tbe police to get the facts lead- 
ing up to the trouble. 


It is known that the dead man 
and his assailant and several others 
engaged in a free-for-all fight prev- 
ious to the stabbing, but what the' 
fight was about has not been discov- 
ered. 


According to a statement made by

Sixty-live per cent of the workers in 


the United States Steel corporation's 
plants at Pittsburg earn less than the 
actual cost of subsistence, according to 
calculations made before the Stanley 
steel trust investigating committee by 
Louis D. Brandeis, "the people's law- 
yer." 


"The average wage o£ Co per cent 


of the employees of the workers in 
the steel plants of Pittsburg," he said, 
"is 17 1-2 cents an hour. The Associ- 
ated Charities of that city, by careful 
investigation, has figured it out that 
the cost of bare existence of a fainilj 
of a husband and wife and three chil- 
dren in Pittsburg is $768 a year. By 
working 12 hours a clay, 3C5 days a 
year, this 65 per cent of the worker?, 
at the end of their year's labor, will 
have earned just $1.50 less than this 
sum.

"There was Gilbert Stuart, the American artist, who painted the teest pic- 


ture of George Washington. 


"Stuart had learned to play when he was youiig. not because he expected 


to play in public, but because he liked music. When he grew up he studied 
painting, and after'making a few portraits in this country he thought he 
would go to London, where Benjamin West, another Amerk-au artist, had be- 
come famous. 


"Young Stuart had only a little money, but he had a friend in England. 
"Xow. it happened that just before Stuart reached London the friend had 


gone off to Edinburgh. 


"So when he reached the great city the young artist found himself in a 


strange place, -with no friends and no money. He scarcely knew what to do. 
Passing a church, he heard the organ playing and stopped and asked what was 
going on. 


- "He was told that the church was in need of an organist and that musi- 


cians who wanted the place were showing what kind of music they could 
make. 


"It was not a rich church, and the salary was small, but yoting Stuart 


went in and asked to be allowed to play for the clergyman. He played so 
well that he was given the place and with the money he received was able 
to stay in London. He worked hard at his painting. Talent and hard work 
together always win, and soon the young American artist was one of the most 
popular portrait painters in London. 


"He was anxious to make a portrait of General Washington, and after 


painting the great lords and ladies of England he sailed for America. 


"John Jay gave him a letter to Washington, then president of the United 


States. 


"When he entered the room where Washington sat he bowed lower than 


lie ever had to any king. He said afterward that there was something in 
Washington's face that he had found in no other human face. That was the 
beauty that comes from noble thoughts -worked out into noble and unselfish 
deeds. Although many other artists painted Washington, it is from Gilbert 
Stuart's portrait of him that we learn what be really looked like."

GUM IN 
FRANCE* 


Made by Treating Defalcated Starchy 


Material With Acid to Increase 


the Adhesiveness. 


An artificial gum, which forms 
a 


highly adhesive paste with cold wa- 
ter, is prepared by J. Kantorowicz, ac-, 
cording to his French patent, by treat-1 
ing dessicated starch or starchy ma-; 
terlal with acid or alkali to increase 
the adhesiveness. Such material as 
potatoes or flour is mixed with water, 
and then heated by passage in a thin, 
layer over steam-heated rollers—so as I 
to .convert the starch first into paste 
and then into dessicated flakes, that 
can be peeled off and ground. Hy- 
drochloric acid may be. added to the 
original mixture in the proportion o 
sodium carbonate for each 100 pound 
potatoes, or two pounds of powdered 
sodium carbonate for each 100 pounds 
of flour may be mixed with the coarse 
ly powdered flaky mass from the roll 
ers. The rollers have a temperature 
of lift degrees to 120 degrees cent 
The proportion of acid or alkali, or 
other chemual reagent, can be variec 
for different degrees of adhesiveness 
of the final product, and a, little ex 
perimenting may be necessary to ge 
the; most satisfactory results.
